Dear  Sir,- 


After  the  meeting  of  the  Residence  Committee  yesterday 
I  communicated  with  Professor  Will  of  University  College,  Dr. 
Primrose  and  Hr.  A.  T.  Laing,  asking  for  reports  on  the  work  which 
the  students  had  been  doing^ whose  names  were  brought  up  at  the 
Committee  meeting. 

Professor  Will  reports  as  follows  concerning  University 
College  men:- 

Gregory,  C.  S.  ~  First  Year  Political  Science  -  is  unknown  to 
his  instructors  except  by  name,  and  has  evidently  not  been  in 
attandance  at  lectures  at  all. 

Moore,  C.  F.  -  First  Year  Political  Science  -  was  dismissed 
from  the  Spanish  lectures  because  of  unsatisfactory  attendance 
and  was  permitted  to  return  only  at  the  special  request  of 
Professor  Will.  He  too  is  practically  unknown  to  his  instructors. 
Frederick,  C.  M.  -  Second  Year  General  Course  -  is  unknown  to  the 
instructors'  in  French  and  Latin,  has  evidently  not  been  attending 
to  his  work. 
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Taylor,  H.  M.  -  Second  Year  General  Course  -  has  "been  at  French 
lectures  three  tines,  at  Greek  three  tines,  and  at  Latin  three 
tines • 

Dr.  ?r inrose’s  office  reports 

Sinclair ,  Fifth  Year  -  has  a  good  average  record  for  the  v/ork 
which  he  has  been  doing  during  the  Session. 

McMahon  -  Third  Year  -  while  not  among  the  best  in  his  class  is 
not  among  the  worst. 

Mr.  Laing  states  that  delinquency  reports  are  furnished 
to  him  every  two  weeks  for  students  who  do  not  attend  to  their 
v/ork  satisfactorily.  He  has  received  no  such  reports  for  Twidale 
or  Sinclair ,  both  of  the  Fourth  Year,  which  leads  him  to  infer  that 
they  have  been  attending  to  their  w^ork.  iUarly  in  the  Session  he 
had  such  a  report  in  Creamer ’ s  case,  but  he  explained  his  absence 
from  the  Laboratory  satisfactorily^  and  no  report  has  since  been 
received.
